Rohm & Haas Strike Settled

The Rohm & Haas Co. strike 
is settled. 
After 35 days, members of Lo­ 
cal 88, United Glass and Cer­ 
amic Workers of North Amer­ 
ica, AFL-CIO-CLC, today rati­ 
fied an agreement reached last 
night by company and union ne­ 
gotiating teams. 
Workers are expected to re­ 


turn to their jobs within the next 
two or three days. Pickets will 
remain in front of the plant un­ 
til details of the contract are 
ironed out. 


2-Year Pact 


The agreement calls for a new 
two-year contract with hourly 
production workers receiving a 
nine-cent pay increase the first 
year. 
Over 
the 
two 
years, 
raises will range between 22V4 


and 22*4 cents. 
Also, the 1,462 workers who 
were on strike will lose no sen­ 
iority rights. 


Ratification 
of the contract 
agreement came at 10:50 a.m. 
as union members held a meet­ 
ing in the jam-packed, smoke- 
filled hall of Goodwill Fire Co. 
No. 3 in Bristol. 
Jesse Daugherty, 
District 5 
president of 
the international 


union, said as to workers re­ 
turn to their jobs will be de­ 
termined by how long it takes 
to iron out certain contingencies 
in the contract.

Rohm & Haas officials, at 
their main office in Philadelphia 
were unable to comment on the 
union ratification since they had 
not been in contact with Local 
88 officials.

Millions Cheer Pope 


At M e rry Of Sea

A wildly enthusiastic crowd 
of 100.000 greeted him warmly 
at Bombay’s Santa Cruz Air­ 
port. And police estimated that 
more than two million persons 
saw the Pope on his drive into 
Bombay.

Peron Held 


In Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) - 
Ousted Argentine ex-President 
Juan D. Peron, thwarted in an 
effort to return to South Amer­ 
ica, settled down here under 
guard today to wait for the 
first plane back to Madrid. 


Peron left the Spanish jet­ 
liner in which he set out before 
dawn 
today 
for 
Montevideo, 
Uruguay, and was escorted to 
the Air Force headquarters at 
the Rio airport to wait for his 
plane. 


The first plane for Madrid is 
scheduled to leave Rio at 8 
p.m. EST. 


(Official sources 
in Madrid 
said Peron’s return was “ not 
greatly desired” but admitted 
Spain has no legal right to re­ 
fuse him re-entry.) 


Brazilian 
authorities 
halted 
Peron when he arrived here at 
5:30 a.m. EST from Madrid. 
They 
told 
representatives* of 
Iberia Airlines the plane would 
not be allowed to continue its 
journey with Peron aboard. 


Authorities in Buenos Aires 
and Montevideo announced that 
the plane would not be allowed 
to land in either Argentina or 
Uruguay even if the Brazilians 
did allow Peron to continue his 
journey. 


Brazilian officials said they 
stopped Peron because he is
